shown by tlie comparatively vacant apailmenls 
in the jails of counties where the local option 
law is in force.'1 


Another source of information is the luler- 


nal Revenue reports which shows the relative 
amount of liquor used in states under prohibi- 
tion and license; for instance, Maine under 
prohibition returned a revenue of 537,000, and 
New Jersey with a population one third greater 
returned a revenue of 5290,000, or nearly eight 
times as much ; Vermont undei prohibition, 
less than $15,000, and Sew Jersey with three 
times as many people, 20 times as much reve- 
nue; Micliiaan utvjer prohibition, $267,10!), 
and Illinois under license, with but twice the 
population, $12,411,024, or 40 times as much. 


Evidence might be mullipliod did lime per- 


mit, but this is perhaps sufficient to show llmt 
prohibition has never failed to diminish the 
consumption of liquor, and consequently to 
decrease crime and pauperism. The enemies 
of prohibition claim that since the traffic is not 
entirely suppressed, all such legislation is a 
failuie. Then is all criminal legislation a fail- 
ure, for tiieie is scarcely a criminal law on our 
statute book which is not continually violated.
